New Law May Spiral Neshaminy School Taxes

Taxpayers in several, perhaps 
all, areas of Neshaminy School 
District, appear headed tor siz­ 
able rai«*»s in taxes as a result 
of a new law consolidating school 
districts in the state. 
Current estimates indicate that 
the best millage rates hope for 
are as follows: 


Langhorne Manor—tax raises 
of 
45.94; 
Penndel—up 
34.61; 
langhorne — up, 
34.49 and 
Hulmeville—up 27.22. 
Under this tentative plan, Mid­ 
dletown Township could expect a 
tax rate drop of 5.94 and Lower 
Southampton might get a de­ 
crease of 14 66. 
The estimate was made by a 
citizens’ lay advisory commission 
which was a-sked by the Nfcsham- 


iny administration to study the 
possibility of eliminating the six 
member boards of the jointure 
and consolidating them into a 
union district. 
Nothing Optimistic 
There Is nothing binding about 
the figures and nothing optimistic 
either. 
They were computed on the 
theory that only the six boards 
that now make up the Nesham­ 


iny jointure would be unionized. 
What the millage rates would be 
if either, or both, the Council 
were consolidated with Nesham­ 
iny, has not even been tentative­ 
ly stated, but they would be high­ 
er than those estimated, accord­ 
ing to 
informed 
sources. 
The possibility that the Ne­ 
shaminy, Council Rock and Ben- 
.salcm districts will be consoli­ 
dated into one district exists, ac­ 


cording to talk heard around the 
Neshaminy 
District administra­ 
tive offices. 
John Paul, Neshaminy district 
business 
manager, 
is 
already 
wondering what payroll system 
might be used for a consolidated 
district and is pondering other 
problems that would come with 
such a move. 
To be Unionized 
Even if Bensalem and Coun­ 


cil Rock join other districts, it 
appears certain that the six mem­ 
ber boards of Neshaminy Dis­ 
trict will be unionized. 


The two smaller districts will 
have to combine with some dis­ 
trict since their enrollment is 
less than 4.000 each. To have a 
district of its own, an area must 
have a student enrollment more 
than 4,000, according to the new 
law. 


Nothing definite on school dis­ 
tricting will be known, until Jan­ 
uary, when the state is scheduled 
to submit a master plan to the 
county superintendent of schools. 
Once the plan is set, it must 
be put into effect by 1965, ac­ 
cording to the new law. 
The state is studying the pos­ 
sibility of reducing the number 
of school districts in Bucks Coun­ 
ty from 51 to possibly as few as 
five.
